“jt is through concerted personal 
activity on the part of its members 
that the Catholic Action movement 
will attain its end,” said Rev. Ed- 
ward A. Fitzgerald of Columbia Col- 
Jege in a talk on Catholic Action at 
the close of a program given at 
Clarke College Tuesday morning. 
The program for Catholic schools 
was sent out by the Department of 
Education of the National Catholic 
Welfare Council, Washington, D. C. 

The theme of the program was 
Catholic education, its various phases 
and its effect on the world at large. 
Educated and thoughtful men and 
women in every walk of life admit 
the high place the Catholic Church 
holds today as a sound structure in 
the midst of a world of tottering 
jdeals. Against the onrush of mod- 
ernity the Church launches her move- 
ment of Catholic Action to preserve 
her standards in the hearts of the 
people. 

Opening Paper 

“The Relation of Catholic Action 
to College Life’ was the opening 
paper, read by Miss Catherine Ban- 
warth, Elizabeth, Jl]. Catholic Ac- 
tion was defined and its aims set 
forth. Catholic education trains for 
Catholic leadership and we the laity 
are the army of Christ under the 
generalship of the hierarchy of the 
Church. One can best assure his 
own salvation by assisting in the 
-salvation of his fellowmen. 

“Our own Catholic Students Mis- 
sion Crusade and the Sodality of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary are but two 
of the many examples to be found 
here at Clarke.” 


Encyclicals 

““The Economic Aspect of the 
Labor Encyclicals” was the second 
paper read by Miss Catherine Beck- 
er of Dubuque. She explained the 
urgent need of organized work as ex- 
pressed by Pope Leo XIII in his en- 
cyclical known as the “Rerum Nov- 
arum”, which though written forty 
Years ago is surprisingly applicable 
today. It is a plea for the working 
Classes—tha/ justice may be done 
them. Pope Pius XI has brought it 
up to date and developed its points 
in terms of present day needs in his 
encyclical “Reconstruction of the So- 
cial Order”, which states the only 
Salutary cure is a reform of morals. 
The doctrine of the living wage, dis- 
tribution, property-rights—all are dis- 
cussed showing the necessity and 
means of restoring sanity and order 
to a chaotic world.

Miss Lois Rutledge, Kansas City, 
Mo., read a theme on “Christian 
Education” which was based on the 
Holy Father’s encyclical on educa- 
tion, stating its aim as “securing the 
Supreme Good, that is God, for the 
Souls of those who are being edu- 
cated and the maximum of well-be- 
ing below for human society.”

Program 

Dr. Wolfe opened the program 
with an invocation, which was fol- 
lowed by an overture played by the 
Clarke College Orchestra. Two se- 
lections, “Calm Is the Night’ and 
“Ah, This Is Jean,” were sung by the 
Clarke College Glee Club. Miss Mc- 
Carten, Governor of the Iowa Chap- 
ter of the I. F. C. A., after extending 
a gracious welcome to all the clergy, 
sisters and alumnae, gave a brief ac- 
count of the development of the fed- 
eration in Iowa.

Their call to sanc- 
tity was a call to Catholic action, 
just as your confirmation was your 
ordination to the lay apostolate. 

Mrs. Brennan recounted some of 
her experiences en route to Rome in 
the interest of the canonization of 
Mother Seton. If the canonization is 
brought about, Mother Seton will be 
the first North American-born saint, 

Another reason for visiting the 
Holy Father was to present to him 
the plans for Mary’s Day, a work of 
zeal instituted by Mrs. Brennan. 

Referring to Mary’s Day, which 
Was explained by Mrs. Brennan, His 
Excellency expressed his sincere ap- 
proval of the movement. Every girl 
that graduates from a Catholic 
school, goes forth from that school 
With the Blessed Virgin Mary, Mary 
Immaculate, as her model.

ARMISTICE DAY 


HAT peace might come forever 

was the universal hope when thir- 

teen years ago the news was 
flashed over the wires to a waiting 
war-weary world that hostilities 
should cease at eleven o’clock in the 
morning. Men knew then something 
of the horrors that are wrought when 
the red horse of War goes over the 
world, of the suffering wrought by the 
black ‘horse of Famine who rides with 
him, and of the agonies that follow in 
the train of that third pale horse, Pes- 
tilence, whose rider is Death. 


The world then knew something of 

all this, but it did not foresee all that 
would follow—the lives of those bereft 
going on with only grief for compan- 
ionship, soldiers wrecked and mangled 
trying to take up a life which they had 
left irretrievably behind, countries 
torn and bleeding, art treasures, lib- 
raries, churches, centuries-old, de- 
stroyed; and lastly the economic in- 
stability into which the world would 
be plunged. 

About war and the sound of war 
there has ever been a glory; we thrill 
to the narrative of the Crusaders 
whose shouts rang out along the dusty 
roads, to the tales of Richard of-the 
Lion’s Heart, ‘to the story of Jeanne 
d’Arc leading a a splendid band with 
spears gleaming, honor and courage 
flaming high; to the history of all 
those gallant figures who flung their 
challenge and fought courageously. 
From all these wars of the past the 
spirit has come down to us; the breath 
of courage and honor and loyalty that 
was nae motive power alone has 
spanned the years. And we have for- 
gotten all the horrors that rode with 
the red horse then as now. We today, 
living in the aftermath of one War, are 
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given a better understanding, a broad- 
er sympathy with the history of the 
world, can see the tears and the frus- 
tration, the pillage and unrest that 
were necessarily behind that glory 
that we read about. 

But these wars of the generations 
have ‘a message for us, As we pay our 
tribute to the soldier-dead, and the 
soldier-living, as there is renewed the 
world over memories of the war, grief 
that has rested quietly in lonely hearts 
Stirs again with the old agony. As we 
look back across the years we realize 
the gift that these soldiers gave col- 
lege boys throwing aside their careless 
days, young men in the first flush of 
power that the world had given them, 
willing all to lay aside the civilization 
that had fostered them to plunge into 
the physical and mortal strain of sol- 
dier life. And willing all to make that 
further ultimate sacrifice, to yield 
themselves to the rider of that third 
pale horse, and all giving away their 
youth, and the years to come and all 
that the years might bring. Of our.. 
soldier-dead, Rupert Brooke, the sol- 
dier-poet, has said, 

“These laid the world away; poured 
out the red 

Sweet wine of youth; gave up the 
years to be 

Of work and joy, and that unhoped 

serene, 

That men call age; and those who 

would have been, 
Their sons, they gave, their immor- 
tality.” 

As we recall all this there hovers 
over the world the prescience of the 
tragedy that walked abroad those few 
short years ago. But we must remem- 
ber too that in their death many of 
these men were glorified. Men who 
were finding life grown cold were glad 
to burn out the flame of their spirit 
upon the altar of an ideal. 

To the warrior-slain has always 
been appointed a special shining des- 
tiny. In Celtic mythology the island 

valley of Avillon was the haven of im- 
mortality for the warrior-slain; Val- 
halla’s gates were flung wide only to 
the Norse heroes who fell in battle. 
From our own civilization Browning 
speaks of 
“,. all that chivalry of His, 

The soldier saints who, row on row, 
Burn upward each to his point of 

bliss.” 

And from the wars of the centuries 
we must learn too that all the sorrow 
and tragedy will dic and be forgotten 
and that only the tread of marching 
men, only the wonder of this thing— 
that men have died or have lived and 
suffered for an ideal,—only these and 
the glory of that ideal will send their 
message down the years. 

And of these men who have glor- 
ified an ideal, may we not repeat the 
tribute of our own soldier-poet Kil- 
mer, 

“Your souls shall be where the heroes 
are 

And your memory shine like the morn- 

ing-star.”” 





RELATION OF CATHOLIC ACTION 
TO COLLEGE LIFE 


y¥ ATHOLIC Lay Action has been 

aptly defined, as: “the voluntary 

service organized by the author- 
ity of the Church, and carried on by 
the laymen, under the influence of the 
virtue of Christian love of God and 
neighbor, for the Purpose of helping 
priests spread the Kingdom of God on 
earth, and build it up in the hearts of 
men, by producing, changing or ad- 
justing all cultural, moral, social, and 
economical procedure to Catholic 
standards.” 

This statement is self- explanatory, 
and needs little enlargement. However, 
it may be shown how Catholic Lay Ac- 
tion has special meaning for us, stu- 
dents of a Catholic college. A college 
trains men and women for leadership ; 
a Catholic college trains men and 
women for Catholic leadership.

In order to find leaders among the 


laity, who fulfill all the peduive ae 
necessary, we must turn to dhe ath- 
olic institutions of learning. We must 
have men and women of intelligence 
and sacrifice, willing to exert them- 
selves for the cause. Such leaders 
must, almost necessarily, come from 
our Catholic colleges. In these colleges 
a definite movement is made to impart 
specific instruction in Catholic Lay 
Leadership. Our own Catholic Students 
Mission Crusade and Sodality of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary: are but two of 
the many examples to be found here at 
Clarke. The courses in religion, which 
are a part of our curriculum, include 
not only a careful study of doctrine 
and practice, but emphasize the cul- 
tural, economic, and social problems 
for the solution of which the Church 
has a well-defined program. 

The merits of the Church are judged 
by the conduct of the individual Cath- 
olic. It is for this reason that every 
Catholic becomes, for his immediate 
associates, a sample by which men 
judge the Faith which he professes. 
Hence, the significance of the aposto- 
late of good example, and likewise the 
responsibility which our Divine relig- 
ion places upon us. Especially does 
this refer to us, students of a Catholic 
college, who have had advantage de- 
nied to many. Let us give proof of 
this training,—by a continuous process 
of coérdination and synthesis between 
our outer experiences, secular studies, 
and extra-curricular activities on the 
one hand; and our inner experiences 
and doctrines of Faith on the other. 


Besides being able to explain intel- 
ligently the fundamental principles of 
our religion, we must be able to ex- 
plain the position of the Catholic 
school, and refute any errors which 
might arise concerning it. It should be 
understood by those outside the 
Church, that Catholic education teach- 
es, the ideal character is that mani- 
fested by Christ Himself, and this ideal 

may be approached by the develop- 
ment of Christian character based up- 
on the supernatural virtues and teach- 
ings of Christ, not distinct from the 
natural virtues, but including them and 
much more besides. 


The Catholic spirit is all- pervading. 
It enters all phases of our’ school life, 
whether it be in the courses of the cur- 
riculum, art, music, or any field we 

may choose. The Catholic Church 
stands today as she has stood through- 
out the centuries, — shall we fail to 
carry on the work which the disciples 
of Christ have been so delegated to 
do? 

Animated by this spirit, we as lay- 
women from a Catholic college, should 
bring our Catholic truth and doctrine 
into whatever field of human activity 
we may be engaged, in the future ; and 
for the Present, we can do much by 
practicing and upholding those virtues 
and ideals in which we are being 
trained. 

This then is the goal set of us. Pope 
Pius XI, by means of his encyclical, 
has spoken to us. It is-our part to 
dare to answer, and to take our place 
in the army of Catholic Action, the 
army of Christ.

COMING TO CLARKE 


Farbman To Demonstrate 
His Mastery Of The 


Violin

jhe concert of Mr. Harry Farb- 
nan, noted violinist, is the next pro- 
m in the lecture course of Clarke 
College. This will be presented in 
the college auditorium on Friday, 
vember 20. The violin as, an in- 
strument possesses unquestioned and 
yniversal appeal, but very seldom 
n it boast of such complete and 
sublime influence as when Mr, Farb- 
man demonstrates his mastery of 
his chosen instrument. 


This prodigious young artist, an 
‘American born, turned to music only 
naturally, as his father was erstwhile 
member of the Imperial Opera of 
Odessa, Russia. Next to his father, 
ft was Leopold Auer, the venerable 
Hungarian Violinist who counts 
among his pupils such luminaries as 
Mischa Biman, Efrem Zimbalist, and 
Jascha Heifetz, who did most to fos- 
jer the boy’s innate talent. Mr. Farb- 
man has toured the world in con- 
certs, and everywhere he is ac- 
claimed, not only as a virtuoso, but 
as a musician with a soul as well. 


The program to be presented is 
scholarly yet refreshing and divert- 
jng, because of the varied character 
of the pieces to be given. The first 
work introduced is Edward Grieg's 
Sonata Opus 8, No. 1, consisting of 
three moyements—Allegro con Brio, 
Allegretti quasi andantino, and Al- 
Jegro molto vivace. 


The Grieg group is followed by 
the Symphony Espanola of Ed- 
vard Lalo, a concerto for violin and 
orchestra, but which will satisfy just 
as well with the finished pianist, Mel- 
vin Zeidler, as accompanist. This 
brilliant work is likewise divided into 
three parts—Allegro non troppo, An- 

_ dante, and Ronde. 


Mr, Farbmen’s third and conclud- 
ing suite comprises four smaller 
numbers, the first of which is Leo- 
pold Auer’s violin arrangement of 
Tschaikowsky’s Andante Cantabile, 
from the Quartet Opus II. This 
famous slow movement, in the man- 
mer of the Russian folk song, was 
originally written for string quartet, 
the most perfect form of four-part 
writing. As a violin solo, performed 
by an artist, it is even more pure and 
inspiring. 


As his next offering, the soloist 
gives a novelty—or rather a tone- 
poem, entitled Tamborin Chinois, by 
our own Fritz Kreisler. 


Then there comes the Berceuse of 
Paul Juon, the many-sided Russo- 
German composer. His is a happy 
fusion of Slavic materials and back- 
ground, and German determination 
and workmanship. 


As a last presentation, the exotic 
And exciting Dance of the Goblins by 
Antonio Bazzini, is to be played. This 
‘mportant Milanese violinist and 
composer and friend of Paganini, 
turned to the creating of operas and 
overtures to the Psalms and Shake- 
Spearian dramas as his sphere. Yet 
None of his works is more artistic 
And graphic than his group of small- 
er violin pieces, in which category 
the climax of this splendid recital 
belongs,
